Traffic Kills One in Twenty, 
Williamson Warns Drivers. 


“Pick any group of 20 of your friends who drive and within 
five years one of them will be killed in an automobile accident,” 
according to Maj. Charles Williamson, state public safety director. 


Williamson today is concluding 
three years as head of the High- 
way Safety Department to as- 
sume his new position as director 
of the State Department of Cor- 
rections. 

Pointing out that the accident 
rate steadily declined through the 
war years, Williamson said that 
the trend ended abruptly with V-J 
Day and that Georgia is heading 
for its highest accident rate in his- 
tory. 

“During tke first six months of 


1945 highway fatalities were re | 
duced to their lowest point in his- | 


tory and were nearly three per 


cent below the previous year. But | 
during the last six months, after 
gasoline no longer was rationed, | 
fatalities increased five per cent 


over 1944,” he said. 

“The most forward step we 
could take to combat this in- 
crease,” he said, “would be to in- 
stitute a course in driver training

A Few Notes 
From Paris to Cairo 


A year ago last February, coming out of 

France to Italy, our little committee of the 

American Society of Newspaper Editors arrived 

in Rome on Feb. 3 and I spent my birthday, Feb. 5, at the Villa 
Medici Hassler hotel. 

This February our plane left Paris, after a long weather wait, 
with Rome scheduled as a 45-minute stop. We halted at Rome. 
We halted 2, hours and 45 minutes. Then they told us to get the 
bus into town, as the weather was bad. The next day we took 
off and, down about Cassino, turned back with a bad engine. We 
went into Rome to our hotel and so that is how, in two successive 
years, I have awakened on my birthday in the Villa Medici 
Hassler—a most excellent hotel and the most attractive in Rome— 
and the newest. Now and then the long arm of coincidence interests 
me, even in such unimportant matters as this.

You 
can éat—and eat well now in Europe—if you have that sort of 
money to spend on it. If you haven't got it—as only a few have— 
then you don’t ‘eat well.

New York Democrats 
Out To Defeat Dewey 


WASHINGTON.—After a period of internal 
strife which cost them the governorship four 
years ago New York state Democrats are now 

out to patch up their differences with a view to putting up @ 

united front behind the party ticket this fall. 

sack of it all is a program to wrest state control from Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, the first Republican to be elected chief execu- 
tive of New York in more than 25 years. 

It is generally conceded that Mr. Dewey will be a candidate 
to succeed himself this year. Whether or not he is re-elected will 
have a deep influence on presidential politics in 1948. 

If the New York governor wins another four-year term he very 
likely will be a candidate again for the Republican presidential 
nomination, which he won at Chicago in 1944. On the other hand, 
if he is defeated, he will probably be eliminated from further con- 
sideration, 

The defeat of Dewey would also be hailed as a boon to Presi- 
dent Truman’s chances at re-election in ’48, since it would tend 
to indicate that New York state’s powerful block of 47 electoral 
votes can be safely counted in the Democratic column. 

As most competent observers appraise ‘he situation at this time 
the Democrats might lose New York and still carry the presidential 
election two years hence, but the Republicans can hardly win 
without the state’s important block of votes. 

For this reason more than the usual significance is attached to 
the steps that are being taken to restore harmony in the ranks 
of the Democratic party in the Empire State.

Big Jim Farley York sources has it that Big Jim Farley, for 
mer national party chairman and former postmaster general, is the 
active agent behind the local peace moves. 

It was Big Jim who threv a monkey wrench into the New 
York Democratic machine four years ago by insisting on his own 
hand-picked candidate for governor,eformer State Attorney General 
John J. Bennett. Other influential elements in the party had 
wanted the nomination to go to United States Senator James M. 
Mead, one of the best vote-getters the party has produced in the 
state in recent years. 

But Farley, being in control by virtue of his chairmanship of 
the state Democratic conmittee, won out and succeeded in naming 
his man, despite the tacit opposition of the late President Roose- 
velt, former Gov. Lehman and certain independent elements, ine 
cluding the American Labor Party, whose support was vital to 
the ticket. 

The result was that Dewey was elected governor by an easy 
margin. From that he went gn to capture the Republican presi- 
dential nomination two vears later. 

Big Jim, seeing the error of his course four years ago, is now 
informing state leaders that he will not interfere in the selection 
of a gubernatorial candidate for the coming wee He intends to 
give the party a free hand in the matter, an s pledged himself 
to support whoever is named. 


: ? He has gone a step further—and 
Candidate for Governor! this will be surprising to some— 
by letting the word out that even he will make the race for govere 
nor, if the party wants him. ree is prepared to go that far in restore 
ing harmony, should the circumstances demand it. 

It might easily be, therefore, that events will shape up wher 
the former national party chairman will return to his first love, 
politics, and emerge the Democratic candidate for goverfior, 
The Demacr ats could hardly pick a better man. He has proven 
himself an able administrator. 

But Big Jim has made it plain that he is not a candidate in the 
sense that he is seeking the post. He has merely passed the 
word along that he is available if the party is unable to find some- 
one more acceptable. 

Already the Democrats have strengthened their position in the 
Empire State by the return of Tammany Hall to power in New 
York City. 

That is regarded as a good omen for 
election.

out too much damage to the traditional mores of the community, 
now finds itself riven and blasted by a loud and most ‘unmannerly 


political campaign, the first since the memory of Brunswickians 
runs not to the contrary in which anybody raised his voice in 
anger or called anybody else an ugly name. 

Brunswick's political campaigns used to be conducted with all 
the decorum of the annual meeting of the board of selectmen of 
Old Midway church. A number of well-known and respected local 
citizens announced their candidacy for re-election, there was mild 
opposition, or none, and a small percentage of the 3,000 persons 
registered went to the polls and voted. A man usually came to 
membershjp on the board of county commissioners by being ap- 
pointed to succeed some other gentleman who had died. He then 
was re-elected more or less automatically until he, too, passed on, 
and his fellows named a successor. 

With the people thus showing only a vaguely polite interest 
in the membership of the commission it was only natural that 
those holding office should find withering in their bosoms whatever 
qualities of political leadership they might have possessed by nature. 
They would meet, conduct the county’s business as they thought 
best for all concerned, and leave the routine operation of county 
affairs to the secretary to the commission,-Mr,. Hal V. Friedman, in 
all matters otner than public health, which was the province of 
Dr. M. E. Winchester. 

Neither of these gentlemen, though, was a politician. They 
did not keep their fences repaired by back-slapping here and con- 
cessions there, and the doing of favors in this direction or that. Mr. 
Friedman, an honest man and an engineer, worked like a horse, 
and spent the county’s money with great frugality. In so doing 
he made a lot of people mad. When he was out of town, the 
people complaitied, the business of the commission came to a stop. 
There were elements in the population, too, which looked upon 
Dr. Winchester as a dictator. Which of course was the truth. When 
the compulsory medical examination for food handlers turned up 
a waitr ss in a juke-joint who was suffering from a social complaint, 
she had either to come to the clinic to be cured or the joint had 
to close. Several joints, off and on, were closed for carelessness 
in matters such as these. Dr. Winchester also had a strong antipathy 
toward carnivals and traveling shows, a point of view in which he 
was backed up by Friedman and the commissioners. Such visitors, 
the doctor felt, were menaces to the community health, and Glynn 
county would not issue licenses for their operation. This irked 
sundry organized groups which raise money from time to time by 
sponsoring the appearance of some dog-and-pony aggregation in 
return for a cut of the gate. 


' Thus Glynn county comes up to 
Things Have Changed election time wih a fairly general 
feeling on the part of the people that the commissioners themselves 
are not taking enough interest in county affairs, and with sundry 
people here and there mad at Mr. Friedman, at Dr. Winchester, 
or at the county police, there always being certain citizens in any 
county who do not revere the local constabulary. Thus the seeds 
of opposition were lying dormant, and if Brunswick had been the 
prewar Brunswick probably nothing would have happened. The 
discontented elements would have looked at that minuscule 3,000 
registration, sighed, and gone on mumbling under their breath. But 
things had changed. The Negro could vote, and there was a good 
big chunk of new population who stayed on after the war boom 
died that bore no allegiance to the old regime. If thev could be 
roused and registered, maybe there was a chance of a change. 

Comes upon the scene Mr. Sammy Levine, the Monk street mer- 
chant.: Mr. Levine, who once had been arrested by the county 
police in what he said was revenge for having accused certain 
members of that body of hob-nobbing socially with ladies of uncer- 
tain repute, was a man in a towering rage. He came out for county 
commissioner and immediately launched a radio campaign unsur- 
passed in Georgia politics for its anger and incoherence. Mr, 
Levine took out after everybody connected with the old commis- 
sion in a manner that caused those sedate gentlemen to look at 
each other in startled amazement. Mr. Levine’s. bad manners, 
they felt, was only surpassed, in their opinion, by his disregard for 
the truth. 

What con¢erned them most, though, was Mr. Levine’s mighty 
efforts to increase the size of the electorate. He made his special 
appeal to the Negro, and the Negro registered in great numbers. A 
voter registration committee, made up of local citizens who felt 
that the political health of the community could be best protected 
by a larger registration, made a house-to-house canvass. As a result 
Glynn county’s registration boomed from its traditional 3,000 to 
7,100, of which 2,100 were Negroes. 

For a time it was feared that almost this total Negro registration 
would be supporters of Mr. Levine, but in this connection the man 
from Monk street made two mistakes. He went about telling his 
colored friends to mark out all names on the ballot but his own, 
which would make all such ballots illegal, and he placed his trust 
in a leader of the race called ‘‘The Good Shepherd,” a Glynn county 
edition of Father Divine, who operated a “Heaven,” many of 
whose angels, according to public health records, seemed to be 
of the fallen type. And just before a huge rally of the colored 
electorate, to be held at “Heaven,” the Good Shepherd was jailed, 
tried, convicted and sentenced to 18 months in jail for having sheets 
from the Oglethorpe hotel on the Heavenly beds, thus greatly de- 
creasing his value as a campaigner for Mr. Levine. 

This gave the seven incumbents

couragement, but they are still greatly perturbed. In a hurt tone 
they have made their answer to Mr. Levine and the other 11 
candidates who. seek their posts, the gist of their answers being 
that their opponents want to make “the county, and particularly

».- a combination of Coney Island and Miami Beach.” 

This charge, being fired with a seattergun effect. punctured 
alike the guilty and the innocent among the 12 who seek to unseat 
them. Several of.the 12, as is known to all, have been directly 
or indirectly connected with liquor, gambling and. the operation of 
jukes. But others among them are merely solid citizens of much 
the same caliber as the incumbents, who believe that a time for 
change has come. 

The election will be held on March 20 and the results should 
be watched with great interest by political organizations m war- 
time boom towns who themselves have a residue of war workers 
staying on who have never formed an allegiance to any organiza- 
tion.
